The summary of railway construction 


iu the United States for the year 1882 
shows the construction in 45 of the 47 
States and Territories on 3i2 lines ag- 
gregate 11,34:3 miles, or about 2,000 
miles more than in 1831, which exceed- 
ed any previous year by 2,000 miles. 
The construction is divided as follows: 
ITive New England States, 53% miles; 
four Bliddte States, 1,315% mites; five 
middle Western States, 2,077% miles; 
eleven Southern States, 1,-190% miles; 
four in Missouri River bait, 2,063% 
miles; five in Arkansas belt, 2,157% 
•five in tho Colorado belt, 1,165 miles 
six in the Pacific belt, 1,020 miles.

No matter what tho plank in the 


Democratic platform or the action of 
the Legislature there is no sense in the 
movement to regulate the railroad ques- 
tion in Nevada by reducing the maxi- 
mum from 10 to 5 cents for fare and 
from 26 to 10 cents per ton per mile for 
freight. Such a maximum at once pro- 
hibits in our lifetime the building of the 
Nevada and Oregon road north from 
Eeno. It undoubtedly causes the ces- 
sation of work on the Carson and Colo- 
rado, and prevents the extension of that 
road to a connection a way down south 
with the Southern Pacific or to the Col- 
orado river. 
And right now it is an in- 


justice to that road, because even with 
it charging the full maximum the peo- 
ple are a great deal better off than be- 
fore the road was built. The reduced 
maximum means the closing down oi 
the Austin and Battle Mountain road. 
That little road charges tho full maxi- 
mum of 10 and 20 cents, amounting to 
$9 for fare and $18 per ton for freight 
Before the road was constructed the 
stage fare ranged from $15 to $25, and 
freight averaged $30 per ton. Abou 
the same state of facts exist concerning 
the Eureka and Palisade road, but tha 
road does so much larger business, tha 
the reduction would not act as disas 
trously, and yet at the proposed maxi 
inum the road could barely pay oporat 
ing 
expenses.

than the Eureka and Palisade. Th 
0. P. could stand the reduction botte 
than any of the local roads, but we are 
inclined to believe the people would ge 
the worst of it from that corporation 
because of the inevitable increase in 
the price of carriage of all of the low 
priced articles, because of the foreei 
reduction of the high ones.

ores, and would be u, blow at the farm 
ing and stock-raising interests. Th

School Fund Moneys. 


Governor Adams sent tho following 


special message to the Legislature on 
Thursday : 


EXECUTIVE DEPAMTJIENT, 


GOVEBNOU'B OFFICE, 


CAISSON, February 23, 1883. . 


To the Honorable the Legislature of 


Nevada: — I desire to invite your atten- 
tion to the limited scope for the invest- 
ment of the proceeds of the sale o'f 
lauds for educational purposes now per- 
inittei by Section 3 of Article XI of the 
Constitution of this State, aud to sug- 
gest to your honorable body the consid- 
eration of the propriety of an amend- 
ment to said section permitting a great- 
er latitude for investing said moneys 
than in United States bonds or ths 
bonds of this State, as now limited. To 
pay the high premium now charged on 
the United States bonds so reduces the 
per cent, ou moneys as to render them 
no longer desirable when other safe 
securities offer. 
The State having ex- 


hausted its borrowing power to within 
about $150,000, the money arising from 
the sale of these lands must, in the near 
future, find other securities than the 
bonds of this State. 
The bonds held 


by the State not being subject to taxa- 
tion, the same considerations should 
not enter into the investment of its 
school moneys as would naturally enter 
into the consideration of an individual 
making a similar investment which 
would bo subject to taxation, and, in 
my opinion, it is desirable that such in- 
vestment be made ia good bonds paying 
a higher rate of interest than that now 
permitted by the Government of the 
United States. For these reasons, and 
iu view of the fact that other State 
bonds of ample security 'uro being 
offered at n fair per cent., I invite your 
consideration of tho propriety of so 
amending (ho Consitntioii of this State 
as to permit an investment of the school 
moneys in such State bonds or other 
securities as you may deem expedient 
aud proper.
